Japanese by Crossing Taitse Raver and Assault- 


ing Kuropatkin's Right and Center Compel 


Retrograde Movement-Islanders 


in Hot Pursuit. 


Today'3 dispatches indicate that the 


Hide of battle around Liaoyang has turn- 
ed appreciably in favor of the Japanese. 
With a tremendous and sustained as- 
sault on his right and center and threat-, 
cned in his rear, by a heavy force which 
has crossed tho Taitse river, Kuropatkin 
has been forced to fall back from his 
first line of battle to the fortified posi- 
tion he had established in tho town of 
Liaoyang and its immediate, environs. A 
St Petersburg dispatch says this order 
was given last night after thV Russians 
had withstood an artillery and infantry 
attack from dawn to midnight, but that 
the Japanese pressure was too great to 


'permit its being executed, Kuropatkin 


probably fearing that a retrograde move- 
ment at that*time might result in a 
rout. 
. 


A dispatch 
from 
Tokio, however, 


bringing the action up to this afternoon, 
says that the Russia right and center is 
now falling back, pursued by the Japan- 
'ese. Russian official advices say that 
General Kuroki who was reported yes- 
terday as moving northward on the Rus- 
sian. ieft,.ha* thrown .pontoons over the 
Taitse river and'has crossed with one 
division, while others 
are following. 


Kuroki's object obviously is tp interpose 
his force between Liaoyang, the Russian 
base, and the north, a movement which, 
if successful, 
would cut 
Kuropatkin's 


rear and command the railroad leading 
from Liaoyang to Mukden. The with- 
drawal of the Russian right and center 
probably will involve a simihn- move- 
ment of tho troops holding the rxtremc 
loft of the line and result in a concen- 
tration of Kuropatkin's army in the pos- 
ition he has established in Liaoyang. 
This is said to be superbly fortified with 
rifle pits, entrenchments 
and barbed 


wire entanglements. 


TOKIO, Sept. 1—The Russian right 


nnd center defending Liaoyang south- 
ward are retreating this (Thursday) af- 
ternoon. The Japanese are pursuing the 
•Russians. 


As Kuropatkin's line, according to 


previous advices, occupied a semi-circle 
several miles'to the southward of the 
town of Liaoyang it is evident that the 
movement above alluded to is a retreat 
into the fortified positions of the town 
and its environs and not from Liaoyang 
itself northward.

Nothing approaching the severity of 
10 infantry and' artillery "fire here had 
-on heretofore .experienced.in this war.

TO CUT OFF RUSS RETREAT. 


General Kuropatkin's order to fall

As soon as this Japanese found that

It is believed here that Gen. Kuropat- 


kin has been sweepingly defeated and 
that the possession of Liaoyang is a mat- 
ter of hours. 


Gen. Kuroki's casualties from Aug. 24 


to Aug. 23 amounted to 2,255. The other 
casualties have not been reported.

The best figures' 
novf are that half a million men with 
ibiut 1,500 guns are'fighting for the 
mastery. .Th« crisis is expected today.

ominously in some quarters, but it,is

TO.BOTTLE'UP RUSSIANS. 


The meagre advices received make it 


plain that the Japanese are trying to 
turn both the flanks of General Kuro- 
patkin's position and-.surround the Rus- 
sian army at Liaoyang, as Marshal Ba- 
zaine was shut-np in Metz after the bat- 
tle of Gravelotffi; .August 18, 1870, but 
up to last night according to unofficial 
advices their plan had failed and- they 
seemed' worsted at all poiats. Should 
the Japanese ammunition give out sud- 
denly their position might become des- 
perate. The press, realizing from ex- 
perience the desperate character of the 
Japanese fighting qualities and the fact 
that the result of Tuesday's fight indulge 
in no premature jubilation. Most of the 
newspapers express the 
opinion that 


Field Marshal Oyama, whom they bc- 
lisve to be in supreme command, was 
driven to attack General Kuropatkin: by- 
disappointment over the failure oL the 
operations against Port Arthur. 


THE CRISIS AT HAND.

All -the papers point out -that the de- 


cisive moment, to which all of Kuropat- 
kin's-we'll thought out plans converged j 
has .arrived, saying -that he has at last 
drawn down the Japanese into the plans 
before Liaoyang where positions have 
been preparing for months under the di- 
rection of the Russian engineer, Gen. 
Velitohko. The works around the city, 
the Russ nays, are marvels of engineer- 
ing skill, with galleries for the protection 
of the gunners, connected by telephone 
and defcndent by wire entanglements 
and mines. Into these works, however, 
General Kuropatkin will not go except 
as a last resort. He is now protecting 
himself in his outlying positions. 


A JAPANESE REPORT. 


TOKIO, Sept. 1, H a. m.—The ..united 


Manchurian armies of Japan have en- 
gaged in a desperate attack upon Liao- 
ynji", where General Kuropatkin has con- 
centrated every available Russian sol- 
dier. Victory was, in. the balance and 
the-battle .was-a draw when, the weary 
soldiers bivouacked.- last (Wednesday) 
night. 
The Japanese are attacking from the- 


•south and from tho east. The ' right 


of the column attack from the-

Following.the preliminary successes of 


the' 20th south of Liaoyang Field Mar- 
shal Marquis .Oyama, the commander of 
the Japanese forces in the field, prompt- 
ly sent the united forces forth, with and 
at dawn of August 30 a desperate attack 
upon all the Russian positions woe made. 


The Japanese found'; the Russians hold- 


ing a long, chain of splendidly fortified 
positions with a tremendous.force of ar- 
tillery. The Japanese artillery opened 
the way but these preliminary attacks 
generally failed to give an opportunity 
for an open assault.' Victory at Lioo 
yang means-the domination of Manchur 
ia ana possibly the end of the autumn 
campaign.

THE. RUSSIANS DISLODGED. 


From the night of August' 27 to tin 


morning .of 'the 28th, the Japanese at 
tacked -the Russian positions on th< 
ridge to the sast of Sanyutsu, The Rus

able to advance on account of the force- 
ful resistance made by the Russian 
troops who occupied the.heights to; the. 
southeast of Hsianjjshantzu.

COMBINED JAP ATTACK. 


• At dawn of August 30 all of the Jap- 
anese armies conjointly attacked aU the 
Russian, positions on the southern front, 
from a point north of Tengchiafang to 'a 
point enst of Hangchiatun and t'o the 
West of Hsinlintun and 
Shoushanpao. 


The Japanese center attacked with all 
its strength. The left column • of the 
first army continued the attack upon 
Tengchiafang and Yayutai, but the Rus- 
sians there received reinforcements and 
it was impossible to dislodge them. 


- Throughout the afternoon of-the 30th 
additional reinforcements reached the 
Russians until their strength was-, esti- 
mated at two divisions and fifty or six- 
ty guns. 
1-1 T-ieJJapanese continued to attack des- 
perately 'and at 3 o'clock in the after- 
noon" 'a-; junction was effected with the 
left'-column of the. first,army. The Rus- 
sians-'wero dislodged from Tsafangtun 
nd'-that' vicinity.

.The'Russians stood with dogged de- 
-tcrminatidn' until nightfall. The main 
force of- the! 'Japanese right, and a par- 
'tiori of-the-;left attacked the southern 
Russian ' line -in the neighborhood of 
Hangchiatun and Hsinlintun and opened 
the attack against the ridges west of 
Hsinlintun with a vigorous shelling. 


The Russians used machine guns 


against the Japanese with effect, and the 
Japanese were unable to press their at- 
tacks home.

The 
ather died and left considerable money. 
,atcr Mrs. Koehn signed considerable 
jropcrty over to her daughter and D. J. 
tforey was named as guardian, but later 
ic retired nnd John Larned was appoint- 
ed^ He secured a bond with the United 
States' Fidelity and Guarantee'company 
of Baltimore. 
One day he was coirf- 


manded to make an accounting to the 
county court of Racine county. 
He 


staved the matter off for weeks and when 
the matter finally came'to a climax he 
•was'found to be short in the funds of 
his ward for $1,300. - 


The Guarantee company had a warrant 


issued "for his arrest and he was brought 
from Milwaukee, where he lived,' to the 
county jail. For a long iime efforts were 
made to settle with 'the Guarantee com- 
pany, tut failed.

Mr! Learned appeared in the municipal 


court, pleaded" guilty and was sentenced 
to' state prison for a term of two years. 
Then the accounts were thoroughly gone 
over in the county court and lip was 
found to have embezzled the amount as

the amount; claiming that they were only 
liable for $1,500, but the guardian of-the 
girl, Charles H. Carpenter, anil her at- 
torneys, Thompson & Harvey, insisted on 
Ihe full amount and the Guaranteo.com- 
pany appealed to the circuit court;.

OF NATIONS AND PEOPLE 


Spent Much of His Timo in Interior of 


Japan-Customs of iho Inhabi- 


tants—Visit to Siam Also 


Dwelt Upon. 


Mr. Robert H. Baker, wTio has been in 


Racine for several days, left this after- 
noon for Chicago, where'he-will spend 
Koma time. Previous.' to his 'departure 
Jlr. Baker was seen by,a Journal report- 
er, nnd talked most interestingly about' 
his travels in tho far cast.* He 1ms just 
completed his third journey around the 
world, having been a\vny for two years 
and ten months. Most of that time ho 
spent in the interior of Japan, which, he 
nays, is tho ino.it intensely interesting 
country in tho world. On tho start of 
his last journey ho crossed the Atlantic 
nnd spent nearly a year in the British 
Isles and on the continent, proceeding 
from thero to India. - 


• Here he spent Ms time in Bombay, 
Jcypour and Karjeerling, the old moun- 
tain resort, which has given place .to 
Simla as tho most popular plnte in In- 
dia for fever convalescents. Mr. Bnkev 
told of a journey lie made in a sedan 
chair, conveyed on tho shoulders of sev- 
en Tibetans, to a point where ho could 
•witness the sunrise over Mount Everest, 
the highest peak in tho world, which- is 
29,002 feet in height.

SCENES IX SIAM. ' 
' .- 


From India lie proceeded to Sinm 


which is a very novel kingdom. There; 
ia a city in the interior, nt the Junction 
of tho Mcnani and two other rivers call- 
ed Eorcthia, which is unlike- 'any other 
city on earth. The streets of'the city 
are on tho river, and 7,000 of the 3,000 
people live in house boats anchored 
along tho banks. The stores and busi- 
ness houses nro in house boats. The 
method of traveling around_the streets 
is peculiar. There are thousand of lit- 
tle skiffs, the property of the city, which 
nro tied all around the town. They arc 
about eight feet long, and have a small 
paddle. These boats are common prop- 
erty, and are used by any one desiring, 
to cross the rivers. They are left moor- 
ed, so that there are always boats within 
a few yards ot" each other. 


It is rumored that the crown prince 


of Siam is in love with the daughter of 
the mikado of Japan,-but Mr. Baker was 
unable to- verify this. While in India 
lie rode an elephant once or twice, but 
docs not care for the motion. People 
become elephant sick in much tho same 
way that they become sea sick, save that 
ia» former is far more distressing. 


SWIM NEARLY FATAL ONTE. 


Mr. Baker, with tho attache of the 


'American legation in Siam, was up the 
Mcnam river in a chartered ste-m 
yacht. After dark, as the heat was ter- 
rific, he decided to take a swim. He 
dove headforemost into tho'-river only 
to discover tnat the current was too 
strong for him. Fighting desperately 
for 
life, he succeeded in reaching 
the 


shore, at a point nearly a milo below 
where tho yacht was at 
anchor. He 


found his way back in the darkness, ut- 
terly exhausted. 


Five years ago, at the beginning of the 


Boxer troubles, Mr. Baker paid ti visit 
to Canton. His impressions of the coun- 
try were so unfavorable that he did not 
revisit it on this journey. The Chinese 
are iar inferior to the Japs, and tho 
surest way to arouse the anger of a 
Japanese man is to mistake him for a 
Chinaman. 


WAR ABSORBING TOPIC. 


To proceed to Japan. There is little 


to- bo learned about the war there. The 
people aro very patriotic, of course, and 
are deeply interested in every phase of 
the conflict, but they arc undemonstra- 
tive, a* a rule, nnd the war has made 
little difference with tlieir daily life. 
Thero arc many newspapers in Japan, 
nnd in Yokohama there arc four dailies, 
three English and one -French. Thero 
aro some in Tokio as well, and one in 
Nagasaki. The latter, however, is a 
spasmodic publication, and comes out nt 
irregular intervals. 


IN INTERIOR OF YE20. 


Mr. Baker spent most of his time in 


tlie interior of Japan, where for months 
ho would not see a white face. The only 
white men who penetrate as far as he 
was are tho missionaries, and he was 
constantly being mistaken for a. mission- 
ary himself. 3n many of the places he 
visited he was a great curiosity to the 
people, who had never seen many white 
men, and they would follow him around, 
watching for him to leave his hotel in 
the morning. They were very polite, 
however, nnd when told that.these at- 
tentions were annoying, would desist. 


The northern part of the island ot 


Yezo is populated by the aborigines of 
Japan, the Ainus. These people are dir- 
ty and stupid, living in great indolence. 
Mr. Baker made a horseback trip to this 
part of the island, out of curiosity. 


UNIVERSITIES OF HIGH ORDER. 


very high order, and many of their in- 
structors are German and English, and 
these languages are taught in nearly all 
of the schools. The Japs send their sons 
to Germany to study surgery, and to 
America to obtain a general knowledge 
of business. 
j 


SPORTS OF THE ISLAND. 


Baseball is a popular sport in the 


schools, and the/e are several college and 
high 
school 
leagues. The Japanese 


teams play against the teams of the dif- 
ferent United States warships and man- 
age to win about three out of every four 
games played. 


Another favorite sport of the Japs is 


ju-jitsu. 
Literally 
translated, • this 


means "the weak conquering the strong," 
and is a form of wrestling. It has be- 
come popular in America in the last few 
years, and is n favorite amusement of 
President Roosevelt. • In playing . base- 
ball the Japs go barefooted, or only wear 
their socks. 


TAKE UP/AQUATIC SPORTS. 


The JapB are' taking, to general ath- 


letics very rapidly, and have several six- 
oared crews at the naval academy and 
other schools. They also have regattas 
in the different ports, which are partici- 
pated in by many yachts. Their sea- 
manship is very fine. They also race 
Australian horses. Their own horses 
aro undersized brutes, very' vicious, and 
not nt all swift, so they import their 
racing stock. Some races nre run with 
Chinese 'ponies, but the larger horses arc 
more generally races. The mikado af- 
ten attends the races in Yokohama. 


Although nenrjy all the Japs which an 


average American, living outside a large 
city, will see in his life, will be profes- 
sional jugglers, this is simply an acquir- 
ed art, and not at all generally practic- 
ed in Japan, Jugglers in the Japanese 
theaters draw as well as they do in 
America. 


A VERY CLEANLY PEOPLE. 


The Japs take a very hot bath every 


day, 
keeping themselves scrupulously 


nent and clean at nil times. They are 
not given to sea bathing, however, as the 
Europeans and Americans are. 


The women are Delegated to nn infer- 


ior position by their husbands. When 
a man nnd wife go walking down the 
street, he goes ahead, but when they 
travel in jir.rickishnws,' the woman leads 
the way. Jinrickishaw, literally trans- 
lated, means many power conveyance. 


BUT FEW RICH MEN. 


The standard of individual wealth is 


not high in Japan. The richest' roan in 
Kobe, n city of 275,000 has a fortune of 
3,000,000 yen. A yen is wortli about 50 
cent in American money. The Japs are 
given to idling, nnd a young Jap with 
an income of a thousand yen, (5500), is 
a gentlemnn of leisure, while one with 
twice that is a heavy swell. They have 
gold nnd silver coins, and government 
bank notes, similar to those of this 
country. . . 


MODES OF ENTERTAINMENT. 


The wandering bands of minstrels 


which tour the islands, dressed in fan- 
tastic costumes, make one think of the 
legends of the Troubadours of old Spain. 
They are very popular with all classes, 
and are well received whenever they -vis- 
it any locality. For any one wishing to 
entertain a party of guests, geisha girls 
can be hired for about fourteen cents 
nn hour. They arc the best dancers in 
Japan, being trained for that alone, nnd 
kept in a state of semi-slavery. 


FINE LANDSCAPE GARDENERS. 
The Japs are wonderful in their land- 


scape gardening feats. . They, dwarf all 
tre«3 and shrubs, and make a landscape 
garden in a small area which resembles 
a, large park, with lagoons, miniature 
bridges, fish, fountains, and all the oth- 
er trimmings. They stunt oak and pine 
l.rces so successfully . that many trees 
200 years old are not over five feet tall, 
and'it is very easy to buy trees 80 or 
100 years old, iu a tub, with leaves no 
larger than a rose leaf.1 The trunks of 
these trees are out of proportion to their 
height, but they are very pretty, never- 
theless. The Japanese flowers aro beau- 
tiful, but have little or no scent. Their 
Vegetables are tasteless, nnd the birds 
have no song. 


VISITED DUTCH INDIES. 


Leaving Japan, Mr. Baker took n trip 


to >the Dutch Indies on a trading steam- 
er. The boat was wrecked one evening 
and he was transferred to another trad- 
er. He visited tfle islands of Ternoto, 
Djailolo, Bolroe, Botcheenn, Amboyno, 
Banda, Java and Madoura, on his home- 
ward voyage. When ho will start on 
another tour he did not say. He has 
crossed the Atlantic twenty-three times.

HOUSER FILES 


ANSWER TO SUIT 


Says Supreme Court Has no Jur- 


isdiction—Upholds Action 


of State Central 


Committee. 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 30.—Shortly be- 


fore the clerk of the 
supreme court 


closed his office yesterday afternoon the 
attorneys for Secretitry of State W. L. 
Houser filed his answer 
in • tho suit 


brought against him on Aug. 9 last by 
the nominees of the Fuller Opera House 
corruption's state ticket to compel him 
to placo their names in the Republican 
column on' the official 'ballot, and to re- 
strain him from placing the names of the 
La Follette nominees in that column. 
The twenty day period given the defend- 
ant in which to file his answer expires 
today. 


The answer, which is a voluminous 


document of ninety-«ight printed pages, 
sets up that the matters in the com- 
plaint were not within the jurisdiction 
of'the court or any tribunal other than 
that created and established by section 
25 of the Wisconsin statutes of 18!18, 
.which is the old state centra] committee, 
headed by Gen. G. E, Bryant; that the 
plaintiffs • have no remedy 
in 
law or 


equity except as provided in said stat- 
ute; that the matter is not within the 
jurisdiction of a court of equity; that 
tho relators have no right to maintain 
the suit in the name of the state, and 
that the averments of complaint present 
no question of public right to he de- 
termined by the supremo court. 


DENYS MANY ALLEGATIONS. 


In brief, the answer, while admitting 


the facts about which there is no dis- 
pute, denies many of the allegations upon 
which the suit rests. The defendant de- 
nies that there have been within the lj.e: 
pnbliean party of the state two factions, 
but alleges that since IflOO the party tfi 
the atate has consistently advocated and 
represented measures advocated by the 
governor.

Mr. Houser denies that the county 


conventions were called for dates espe- 
cially advantageous to the La Follette 
men, 
and then charges that the conser- 


vatives formed a. scheme to "inaugurate 
contests" in counties and districts that 
safely had been carried for the governor. 


The declaration of tho conservatives 


that the state central committee had no 
right to act as a committee on eredcnials 
for the making up oi the temporary roll 
call of the convention, is set aside with 
a denial of this limitation upon tho com- 
mittee's powers., .'.Tie conduct .of the 
committee is commented upon, it being 
declares that it did not act arbitrarily 
or unlawful, and that it did not assume 
any power it did not lawfully possess. 


GUARDS WERE GENTLEMEN. 


It is stated that no delegate entitled 


to a seat in the symnasium convention 
was arbitrarily or illegally excluded, but 
admits that the sergeant, at arms cm- 
ployed a "competent and adequate force 
of assistants" to guard the entrance to 
the 
convention hall. This force, Mr. 


Houser describes as a mild and inoffen- 
sive set of gentlemen, "men well known 
in. the community nnd in every way qual- 
ified.' It is further declared that the. as.-' 
•sembling of this force of guards and"as- 
sist'nnts was "fully justified by the sur- 
rounding circumstances," and that these 
"gentlemen" were not called upon to use 
force or violence to preserve order. 


Then follows a.^eneral indictment of 


the national committee and its members/ 
who are declared to have been friends 
of the conservative leaders, and of the 
committee on credentials of the national 
convention, who are declared to have 
been their intimates.

FORMER SULTAN IS DEAD 


"Man With the Iron Mask" Ex- 


pires in Prison Where 


Brother Kept Him. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 30.—Form- 


er Sultan Murad V died yesterday of 
diametes, from which lie had long suffer- 
ed. The remains were interred today in 
the Yenidjami mausoleum at Stambou] 
where his mother is buried. 


Murad V was born in 18 JO and ascend- 


ed' the throne after the murder of the 
Sultan Abdul Araiz, May, 1876. In July 
of that year Murad was. placed under 
the regime of his brother, the present 
sultan, Abdul Hamid II, and on Aug. 
13 He. was dethroned. Outwardly this 
act was performed legally by the coun- 
cil of ministers on the ground that he 
was'insane. -The real facts in the case, 
however^ will probably; never be known, 
but it has been claimed that Murad was 
a good deal more sane'than his brother, 
and one 'of the greatest 'terrors of Abdul 
Hamid's existence was the fear that 
this'Turkish "Man with' the iron mask," 
as he 'has been termed, might escape 
from his place of confinement 
in the 


Cheragan palace, and some six years ago 
lie was removed to the Malta Kiosk, in 
Ihe grounds of the Yildiz palace, occu- 
pied by Abdul Hamid which is surround- 
ed by lofty walls. In spite of the se- 
crecy of Murad's removal he was seen 
as he passed by several foreigners who 
declared that though he had aged and 
was haggard in appearance tho former 
sultan had not lost his majestic bearing 
and that he preserved the appearance of 
a man in the'full possession of his men- 
tal faculties. 


The confinement of Murad has been 


of the,crudest character.. Only his jail- 
era were allowed to see hint* and every 
precaution was talcen to prevent any in- 
telligence of what was going on in the 
outside world from 'reaching him. 
:. Although,Murad is announced to have 
died from; diabetes, it had generally been 
understood,! according to the palace re- 
ports that he was suffering from tuber- 
culosis. 


BOXERS 
AGAIN ACTIVE 


Tweuty American Missionaries 


Forced to Flee to Escape 


Massacre. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 30.—A revival of 


boxeriem ia reported from Tamingfu in 
the southwestern part of Pechili province 
215 miles 'from Tien- Tsin. Over twenty 
American missionaries, including women 
and children, have been, obliged to evac- 
uate Tamingfu, owing to an intended 
massacre on. the part of the boxers, who 
call themselves "Tsaiyun." Tlie local tel- 
egraph company refused to transmit mes- 
sages from these missionaries to Ameri- 
can Minister Conger at Pekin. Fortun- 
ately, however, an English friend in Ho- 
nnit'forvarded their message, whereupon 
Yuan Sink, viceroy of Pechili province, 
despatched urgent orders for their pro- 
tection. 


In -view of the fact that the local au- 


thorities gave them no protection anil 
thero was no hope of continuing their 
work, the missionaries came out. They 
traveled in1 safety. | Grave doubts are 
felt in some quarters here as to the real 
intentions'of Tiehning, who is at present 
absent; from Pekin on a visit to the 
southern provinces. A similar mission 
undertaken by Knog Yi before the last 
boxer rising ia recalled.

After four per- 
formances i"Bon Sanche" retired into 
the obscurity" which befalls the majoi^ 
Ity of literary and musical efforts. Th« 
MS.' -was -believed to have been de- 
stroyed in the fire at the .Rue Lepel- 
letier, but M. Jean Chantavoino has 
found the score in the Bibliotheque de> 
1'Opera. It fills two volumes and con- 
tains In all 837 pages-..

"Bon Sanche" is not a very original 
production. The music even of Liszt 
at the age of 13 could hardly be more 
than, an echo. Nor does the libretto 
exhibit any great amount of novelty, 
Jtor the theme IB taken from a tale by;

The amounts 
involved will reach into the thousands. 


Mr. Wiesmann will allege in his'-com- 


plaint .that, these- eighty odd .men con- 
spired against him for the purpose of de- 
frauding him out of money due him and 
in order to carry out the conspiracy 
these men went before the county court 
of Kenosha county and had him adjudg. 
ed insane and sent to the Winnebago 
asvlum. The -complaint will cover be- 
tween eight hundred and a thousand 
pages of -legal cap paper. 


In his complaint Mr. Wiesman has not 


stated the amount of damages. Since 
he commenced making his complaint, or 
rather preparing it, five of 'those named 
as defendants have died.
